Magic Reservoir is holding almost 
twice as much water this week as it" 
did at the same time , last year, 
according to Bis Wood [Canal Co. 
ManagerLeon Grieve. 

Tuesday, Grieve estimated the res- 
ervoir's volume at 189,500 acre feet of 
water. Magic Reservoir water users 
didn't go on water storage manage- 
ment untU July 13. 

Even after Irrigating began this 
year, Magic Reservoir remained full 
longer than anyone expected, claimed 
Grieve. He said the lake remabted 
filled for about 50 days after irrigation 
Iwgan. . 

The area's other major water 
source, American Falls Reservoir, 
contained 1,604,000 acre feet of water 
on July 8, according to Grieve. Water 
users on this supply changed into 
storage management June 26. Grieve 
said this Is unusual . since Magic Res- 
ervoir usually goes on storage before 
American Fsilts.
